The scholar- 
ships, established for the specific 
purpose of stimulating young 
women—and men—to enter the 
field of nursing, are funded 
largely by Alta Bates Community 
hospital and supported by the 
Berkeley Clinic auxiliary and pri- 
vate donations. 

The 28 awards, totaling $10,830, 
represent the largest number in 
any year since the fund was 
started in 1963 and brings the 
total number of Alta Bates schol- 
arship recipients to 79.
